a beautiful color of light blue and gray 
that In 'looking ono could hardly reallr, 
whether they were of this earth or some 
thing Imaginary, aud tho longer wo looko 
tho more we became enchanted.

and IB quite n pretty place, though no 
as much of n city us we expected to see 
The itroolB .are wide and havo* muu 
trees, whioh are kept,at groat expense 
as they aro obliged to irrigate them, on 
account of having so little rain; and 1 
Is very rurely you 100 grass lit all, th 
aoll bulug so Handy It dries out so quick 
The roads aro bountiful for driving, bo 
Ing gravel, with Jnit enough sand 
muko thorn ercn—only n little too dusty 
sometimes. 


It has been warmer in Denror thl 


summer ttmn 1ms been known for scv- 
drnl ycarH, the mercury rising to 80 am 
100 degrooii; consequently It la rathe 
duprosHliig, making all our party feo 
tired. Tina is the cuac with nearly ul 
new-comers for a time, they any, af 
tcr which thoy Improve rapidly. I lwv< 
boon told by several who camo here thai 
the longer oa)e stays thu better they like 
it.
